2. TUAN HAS JUST WRITTEN TO AN EMBASSY OFFICER STATING THAT HE, 

HIS WIEE AND FOUR OTHER CHILDREN WERE EVACUATED EROM SAIGON IN THE 
U.S. MILITARY AIRLIFT AND ARE NOW IN CALIFORNIA. ADDRESS: RM 
8, TRADE WIND MOTEL, 2001, SOUTH EL CAMINO REAL, SAN CLEMENTE, 
CALIFORNIA. IN HIS LETTER, TUAN STATES THAT HE HOPES TO STAY IN 
THE U.S. AND IS ALREADY WORKING. HE REQUESTS THAT HIS THREE CHILDREN 
IN INDIA BE GRANTED PAROLE LETTERS OR VISAS TO JOIN THE REST OF THE 
FAMILY IN THE U.S. DAUGHTER HERE HAS AMPLE EUNDS TO COVER AIR 
FARES.
